¢¢ When I arrived in Knoxville after this event- 
fal and romantic jaunt,” says Hare, in his per- 
sonal narrative, ‘‘I found only Tom awaiting my 
arrival.

lower than the brute in the destroying influence 
of self-pollution, until the Prison Fiend ads his 
emaciated and shrunken form to the countless 
hecatomb of victims who have gone before from 
the same causes ; but by removing him far away 
from the scenes of his criminality, and its conse- 
quent shame and degradation, and placing him up- 
on some spot on God’s earth, where the commu- 
munity will be secure from his vicious propen- 
sities and example, and he himself enabled, per- 
chance, yet to become a useful citizen of the 
world, ; 


In a recent debate fon this subject in the Bri- 
tish Parliament, the sentiments expressed by 
Sir J. Graham, are so much in accordance with 
our own views, that we cannot forbear making 
an extract, Said the gentleman : 

“In every system of punishment, the reforma- 
tion of the convict was or should be an object of 
great importance. But after all, it was only a 
secondary object, gel peng one being the de- 
terring from crime the setting of an exam- 

. This being so, it rested upon the govern- 
Ment to show that their was the 
best ada for securing both those objects in 
their order. He undertook to say that the sepa- 
rate system, as tried in the Penitentiary, 
had been tested, found wanting, and condemned. 
Separate confinement, ending in a m of 
forced labor, as for some time tried at Millbank 
had also been tested and condemned. It was of 
the last importance to get rid of the criminal, 
the impossibility of dolog which was found to 
be a great drawback to the pena: system of the 
United States. The evils of throwing the con- 
victs back upon society had been experienced

therefore, take advantage of the opportunity of 
removing them, which on of colonies 
in another hemisphere afforded them. There 
the offenders t undergo a reformatory dis- 
per nary te the expiration of which they might 
opt a new course of life, in a society where 
there might be a demand for their labour.

tion of place. Where should the reformatory 
discipline be inflicted? It was not safe to inflict 
itat homeasa generalrule. Its infliction should 
take place in the penal colonies, under strict 
rules and regulations, which able and diligent 
overnors would enforce. There was' nothing 
which could be done in this at home, 
which could not be equally well or better done 
in the colonies. 

These are the words of a philanthropist, and 
combine a philosophical survey of the springs 
which govern human action, with convictions, 
the result of much experience. 

There is, indeed, no obstacle whatever in the 


way of adopting fa similar system in regard to 
our own criminals. The vast Pacific is dotted 
with a thousand [locations where the scheme of 
transportation might be. successfully carried 
out, and if we are not mistaken there are seve- 
ral islands off the coast of Oregon or California, 
where this humane and necessary reform might 
be commenced. The plan is, at least, worthy 


‘of careful consideration, and we trust that our 


Prison Discipline Association will give the sub- 
ject a careful investigation, with a view of per. 
manently removing from the bosom of this vast 
republic, the mass of crime, and its ‘attendant 
miseries, with which she is at present contami- 
nated. 

If transportation for many of the higher 
grade of offences were substituted for imprison- 
ment here, and the penalty made unerring, a 
double benefit would ensue.
